SOLVING THE PROBLEM. 

"Great trees from littlo acorns grow." 
Wliat if the small company of unkempt 
savages recruited in this city by Oolonol 
Maoaonald three years ago, and sabjoctea 
'tomiUtary drUl anddiscipliDo, wore to 
prove a means to the cpd of solving the 
problem, ''wbofc shall wo ilo with our 
aborigines ?" which perplexes tho moat 
aatuta of American Btatosmon. It has 
novor boon denied that, properly led, tho 
Indians mako good soldiers. The history 
of the wars of 1776 and 1812,the Seminole 
war, the-Modpo /and thei Bioiis...warB, 
prove that tho Indian can fight i weU^ and 
strike hard for the cause that he espouses ; 
but it has always been claimed that ho is 
deficient in tho open courage that distin- 
Kuishos tho whito man, imd thnt ho is es- 
pecially roativo and ainrelmblo when any- 
thing like discipliuo is attoinpted. bsv- 
eral years ago Col. Macdonnld diHpiitod 
this as absurd; and to convince tho Ainer- 
ioan people formed a oompnny of nine na- 
tive British Oblambians, placed thorn un- 
der drill and in throo months turuod 
them out iinishod Huldiers. Since then 
ho has travoUod witli hia company over 
the United States, Groat Britain and a 
part of tho continent of Europe. Tiio 
■wonderful prolicienoy exhibited by tho 
natives in the manual of arms took exper- 
ienced military men by surprise. All now 
acknowledge that Indians in small bodies 
are capable of roceivingjinstractitjain the 
handling of arms, and that their catlike 
movements make them tho superior of the 
famed Turcos. But are they in largo bo- 
dies as susceptible to discipline? This 
, question Colonel Macdonald answers in 
the iflirmative, and has addressed a com- 
mnnioation to the Secretary of the Intor- 
ior of the United Btatea on tho subject. 
He proposes to proceed to any ludum ra- 
sorvation and commence the task of train- 
ing tho Indiana there, selecting a sufli- 
oient number to form u roeiment; only 
asking that 

"I shall bounder no control and not 
Bubioot to iaterforenco until such time us 
I shall consider that I Imvo perfected 
them up to tho point of full military re- 
quirement. From the experiment, cur- 
ried out as I propose, an. example would 
be sot, which would bring even all tho 
Indians into perfect organization. Were it 
deemed necessary for the benefit of the 
nation. Tho Indians, in so far as mih- 
tary matters are concerned, would be 
very omulativo. Their natural warlike 
disposition is at onco tho explanation of 
this. Tho different tribes would bo eager- 
ly seeking admission into this aiixiliary 
corps, were it organized and set in mo- 
tion. And from this point of view other 
branches of civilizntiou would follow and 
emulation be carried into the arti of hus- 
bandry—naturally following that of arms 
— into meohanical and oducatiooal pur- 
BDits;and then, by transplanting those 
trained organizations to other localities 
where their services might be required 
order would spring from chaos, and 
friendship grow up with esprU du corps, 
making a gliltering page in the solid his- 
tory of adviincemout. First commencing 
with their natural insticct tbo rest 
will follow. The French eagles never 
soared aloft so proudly as when borne by 
their Algorine Tnroos. The pride of a 

Frenchman in his native corps will only 
equal that of tho American, when tho 
trained Indian passes in review before 
him, and, silting at the foot of the t-tatue 
■which surmounts tho Capitol, tho savage 
will recomponse the Christian." 
, The idea is a novel one; but the saino 
gentiemun's proposition to form and drill 
a small company was reoeived with deri- 
sion. We have nhown how he has tri- 
umphed over the prejudices and obstacles 
thrown in his way and produced from 
wild Indians perfect soldier.). Ilo should 
now be favored with an - opportunity of 
showing what he can do with a regiment. 
Should he succeed in his eilort he will 
have solved the Indian problem , and found 
use for the natives, who the Americans 
have always "improved off tho face of the 
eait'i," as the best disposition that could 
be made of them. In this Province wo 
have 10,000 able-bodied warriors. If 
Colonel Macdouald's schomo should bo 
found to be practicable, with tho latent 
military force contained in those Indians 
we could beat back a Bassian invasion 
with ease and with scarcely an^ assistance 
—save money — from tho Imperial Qovorn - 
ment.

For 
many years iiio (ii..e,o'i wi.oi^r .k, Wilson 
and Grover & Baker!-oqmpanieB;.ibought 
up and held the control of " inventors' pa- 
tents, and concentrating their rights have 
been enabled to restrict such general man- 
ufacture as would interfere with their 
bu.siutss. Tho last patent ■which thoy 
held, and the one which expired on the 
7th in&t., is known as the Saoholder pa 
tent. It was for tho needle-plate, an es- 
sential in every muchino. Tho ncoiDo- 
die plttto is tho small pice 3 beneath and 
through which passes tlio .locdlo to owii- 
iiGct with the shuttle. Tho patent roiilly 
covers all stylos of fcfding (]ovic(>H in 
which tho cloth is fed between two clamj) 
ing BurfacoB. For tho privilogo of u.siug 
this article on their machines all comp.ui- 
ios outside of the combihation have been 
obliged to pay a royalty on every machine 
sold, except those which are intomlod for 
exportation. Sinco tho 7lh of May it I e- 
oauic tho privilege of uiiy oerson to make 
a sowing machiuo. as much as to nuiko a 
' vagoo or a chair. Of course tlicni aru 
hundreds of patents which are held by the 
various companies, a gieater or lees num- 
ber by oaob oiid, to 'imitate onj one of 
which would be an infringement of pa 
tented rights, but those cover only nio 
obunioal details, appliances, and atlaoh- 
mems. none of which aru in any wny on- 
ittOtlaltothe maaufaoturo of a sov.inf^' 
maohine. Acting upon iiistrurtions fmni 
their principals wo understand that tho 
local agents fur so wing-" machines have 
made oonsidorablo reduotions in price.

EUROPE. 
London, IVEay 25.— Eussiau strategy 
on both fields of active war continues 
and oommauds tbo commondaliou of 
military critics hero. lUiEsia's pro- 
ponderance in strength enables it to 
forcG Turkey to fisht when and wbero 
the former chooses, at tho same time 
the difltonoe ond character of, the coun- 
try and roads between the war theatres 
of the Danube ond Asirdio Turkey 
render the Turks powerless to avail 
themaQlvos of advantages of possession 
of tbo interior lines of communication 
in such manner as did tho confederates 
in the Apaerioan rebellion. They can- 
not'sud^enly concontrato their forces 
to hurl en masso against either of tlio 
two opposing forces without giving tiio 
other corps a fatal advantage. Tho 
Russians apparently have no intention 
of crossing the lower Danube and 
entering the low, unhealthy, swampy, 
country of tlio Dobradschi. Their 
feints on that lino are designed merely 
to cover their work of fortifying that 
portion of the river to guard against a 
Hank attack from that direction by the 
Turks. Their grand attempt to cross 
tbo Danube apparently will bo between 
Widdin aud Kustchuk. If llioy suc- 
ceed thoy can compol tlio enemy to 
retreat rapidly to tho Balkan moun- 
tains or risk their entire fate in a great 
field fight ou coinparativQ open plains; 
but tho Ilussinn commander evinces no 
hasto. His situation is such that ho 
can iilVord to wait, if nccossary holding 
the Turks ut bay on the Danube until 
the BasBiaa forces moving towards 
Eizeroum shall have finished the im- 
mediate campaign designed for their 
accomplishment. 

London, May 25. — A lottor to the 
"Times" from Alexandria, Egypt, says 
peace with Abyssinia has not yet been 
a^nolu^ded,. jQoidon Fasha has opened 
nogotitttinna which were deemed to be 
progressing most fn-rovahlv when King 
John discovered a conspiracy lu Li^^ 
caoip which he attributed to Egyptian 
agency. He immediately arrested Q-or- 
don Pasha's envoys and two eons of 
the Egyptian Shoik of Zeala and cut 
an arm and leg olY of the two latter. 
In conseqaeuco of this incident Gor- 
don Pasha loft tho Abyssinian frontier 
and pushed on to Shaftowu. Notwith- 
standing this singular ohoclc to negoti- 
ations peace is still probable. 

YiENNA, May 25 — A special political 
corrospoiulent from Bslgrade reports 
that the Turks have occupied several 
points ou the river Tiinok, ohiefiy 
positions they held during the Servian 
war, aud have established blockades 
along the Serviau frotior. Scrvia has 
not sent a single soldier to the frontier 
yet. 

London, May 2G. — The "Times' " 
Bucharest correspondent says: Tho 
present indications strengthen tho coii- 
clusiou that no important event will 
occur on tlio Danube until tlio front 
line is in position on tho bank of tho 
river. A strong coriis will bo formed 
on the extreme right composed of 
Boumanians aud a division or two of 
Russians. I'his force will be moved 
up to tbo Timok and turn the loft Hank 
of the Balkan lino by a inoveiiiont on 
Softa and Philppopolis. .Such a Hank 
attack would not vi(jlute tho ])roiaiso 
not to enter Servian territory aud wonUl 
unquestionably bring a corps of 20,UL)U 
Servians to assist it. A Eussian cori).-' 
crossing below Widdin -would paralyKo 
the Widdin garrison and leave tho 
Timok Yalloy column unopposed with 
a friendly country on its right from 
which to draw supplies. 

Bkbloh, May 25.— A correspondent 
of the "Times" announciss that during 
tbo past few weeks a measure has boon 
adopted for tho gradiuil mobilization 
of the whole IJiissiau army to crush 
Turkey by superior Htreugth. Bussia 
will probably put olT attempts to cross 
tho Danube in foroe till the middle of 
June.

0. Astrioo, e.vaminod by Mr. Wivlkem— 
Unew .Luigi Valegouse, also Secord, and 
H. Adams and KuiKlit, two old Welling- 
ton minors; a»w (hem together on tho 
nioruiDR 27tli robruary, at tho Telcgrapli 
Hotel; Knight eaiuo tu witucHs and paid 
$30 for the boanl of ten men; Knight ox- 
plainod that ho paid them 315 and .SB 
, Board each, aud told them that this ^vas 
"aoi--fo. biocl ihem''1» ]Q»vd Ihebonntry.but 
tliaftiioy could go tb Nanninio next boat 
or anywlioro tlioy pli-nacd; they seemed 
all satislied, took a drink and sei)arftted; 
Knight told thom this bccuuso there was 
fl kind of growling amongst them; thouglit 
they growled beoause tbey wanted mora 
money. 

• Re-examinod by Mr, Walkom — Most of 
the men understood English enough to 
comprehend what Knight siiid. 

Capt. iSpaiildiug, ( .Y'liuiao;! by Mr. A. 
R. llobortson— Aiu slipundai'v )migintratO 
and Oounty Court J udge at Nanaimo; re- 
momberud Sunday '25lh February; recol- 
leotpd some now minora arriving; saw a 
boatload of men arrive at a little harbor 
below Dunsmuir'a honso; tho boat con- 
tained luggage, boxes, &e; Mr. Duusmuir 
said there mu.st bo some of our now men; 
wont down on to C!ommorcial street in 
company with Mos.sro. 15ryden, Duusmuir 
aud Digglo. Pas.sed down to tho street 
expecting to find tho boat, aud mot some 
Strangers in front of the hotel; ouo of 
thom was named Stewart, a iirevious 
■vritness; asked what thoy loft De- 
parturo Bay for. They said thoy wore 
forced to leave. Witness asked by whom ? 
Ho (Stuart) said i)y ii urowd of ui^ni; des- 
cribed tho men aw ininorB frem "Welling 
ton who corapollod him aiul his compani- 
ons to get into ii boat or canoe, aud throw 
their luggage after tbeia. 

Cross examined by Mr. AV^alkem — Was 
not connected with the -compjny iu any 
way; hold no power of attorney from any 
of them. 

Ey C Hayw.ird, (.Juror) — Witness 
thought !MoHBrs. Brydcu,. Duusmuir and 
Digglo must all liuve heard tho conversa- 
tion. 

Mr. Walkom asked leave to pluco Mr. 
Loat in tho witnesa-box which was done. 
Mr. Loat was examined by Mr. • Walkem 

in roforouoo to dupo.sition ruspeeling Os- 
born being struck Muvev;il blow;) with tho 
fists. Witness deijo.sed that lloskius and 
Williams struck O.-sboru with their fists. 
Asked if iie^had stated on tho Ist March 
in the Nanaimo Court before Capt. 
Spauldibg that saw Hoskin'v and Wil- 
liams pusli Osborn down towards tho 
boat, and that tho crowd of men wero 
watching the men being pushed down 
tho hill, wilnohS replied ho did dopose 
accordingly. 

H. J. Atlains, hwni n — Was ouo of tho 
old miners employijil Ijv MessiH. Duiih- 
'mnir & Ooi- On or nboi-.l, the 21lli Feb- 
ruary, tho company got up a parly of 
about 33 now men; ouo of tho new men 
asked witness if it was time there was a 
stiiko; witneK.s .said, it was. Ho then went 
with tho rest and got tludr tools, and went 
down into the miiu!. Thi.'i was oi\ Satur- 
day about 10 or 11 o'clock; heard some 
one Bay to Mr. Dansmuir "tbat is a lino 
sample of wharf rats you have here," llu 
(Dunsmnir,) said it was, and ho was 
florry f.n- it. Thoy wero Hi.'iit thiu'n un- 
awares to liini by his ag(;iit at Kan Fran- 
cisco. IIo then .4:nv tlio new men como 
back out of tho mino; this was about uu 
hour aud a half or two afterwards. Two 
of. tbo now. miners came to 'wituess and 
said Ihey wished to talk matters over with 
tho old men. Witness said they could 
Beo tho old iiion ul t.'hiint r(!ir.s house: they 
left and went oa the Ciii.-i tiiwards tli(( 
bay. fn half an liour or lo the (>!d luivds 
wuro all on tho road to (Jliiwilrell'.'i; found 
two of tho now men thi-re. Thoy ^aid tiio 
men at the bay wished to soo tho old 
bands; went down to tho bay to meet 
thom; mot u dopiiiation of tho new men 
(10 or 15) coming to meet them, One of 
tlio men had a shot gun on his shoulder 
with a white haii(ikei(!hiof ; after iioino 
convortiation, agroeii to go down and S(!o 
tho rout of llie nieu at tho bay, while tho 
new-comers went on to ChanlrcU's. Tho 
rest of tho now luou came up to meet 
thom. The old men were about dO strong. 
A man named Osboru.snid bo was ill and 
could not come to see tho old hands but 
askod if they had met tho deputation ; 
U.sborn a;ilied for ii\ planatiou of the dif- 
ferences )'e.t\vi'(!n tiie striking miners and 
Duusmuir .t CO, Phillips Haid tho cause 
of stril'o was partly about tho 
woighto, nud that there was 20 conts 
a ton which DuDsmnir ha^ reduced tho 
men, and jiromiBed it sHoiild bo given 
back in ge'ttiiif,' tlirough tho bin of coal, 
and that there wero unfulCdled promises 
to make redaction of fiO cents on a kog of 
;powdor, Osborn said ho was , a poor 
''■"'*''?,j»orkingman, but would not go ^uto that 
W(v'/Mia9 Ul the face of tho men on strike. If 



they could lend him assistanco to get out 
of tlio country he was willing lo go. 13o- 
ori, another of tho new men, said ho did 
not want to go home bocauso ho had mur- 
dered a man; he wanted to go to Han 
Franoiaoo. Then all tho old miners went 
back toi^Gbitattell's and found there the 
new men who had passed them on the 
road. McDonald called tho meeting to 
order. Tho uow-comors wished for ex- 
planation of the griovauoes. Thoy wero 
told tho story about the weights, 20 couts, 
oto. They then said that they bad heard 
enough of Dunsmuir, and they would not 
work for him; but -they, were all dead- 
broke and wanted assistance tb leave tbo 
country. One of tlio uow-comors then of- 

ferred to blow tho old— of a Dung- 

muir's brains out for fJlO and his passage. 
Another man iiaid if ho was in tho shcos 
of the old mou ho would shoot the first 

of a who went down into that 

mino, Mr. Maodonald then said that tbey 
luul a little trouble with Mr, Dunsmuir; 
but Ihey would settle it by fair play, and 
would tiiko no such stejis as that and 
proraifltul to help tho new-ojmors out of 
tho country. Tho new mou anked if they 
could get away by boat or canoes, because 
thoy wero afraid that Mr. Dunsmuir 
would put thom in prison. Witness aud 
friends promised to try and send thom oil'. 
Ou Tuesday about 12 o'clock was walking 
on the road to tbo bay with 2 or 3 old 
handa and mot 4 or 5 new men who 
said tliey wero just coining uji 
to (ico llioin as they wi.shed to get away at 
once. Thoy went on to the mine aud 
thou the old liands came down in a body. 
Shortly after all the men, old and 'new, 
began packing the baggage of the DOW 
comers down to a bout at tbe-water's edge; 
saw no quarrelling; .saw no evidence of 
bad fueling. Men were laughingaiid cut- 
ting up with ouG another, but all good 
tempered. Heard aovoral of the new mi- 
ners aaking tho old ones to give them a 
lift with th.oir luggage down to tho boat; 
Saw Mr. Loat there; believed Samuel 
Harroway was standing ''.^talking to IMr. 
Loot. Also saw Mr. drrimos there. ' Saw 
Osborn thero and heard him ask some of 
tho old hands to pack his trunk; Mr. H'is- 
kiu's son took tho trunk ou his .shouldcrH 
and M'alked away with it a.^sistod by 
Goldswortby. T'hoHip.soia never put u 
h uul to it nor went near it; (irimes' stato- 
mont ia a mistake; saw Osborne walk from 
lirotty near his cabin to the water ;thought 
Wm. Baker and H. Smith wore walking 
alongside aud Geo. Vipond was near hiiu. 
Did not see Osborno struck, pu.ihed or 
jostled. There was no occasion for it; ho 
walked down peaceably; Osborno nc-vor 
conipluinod of being struck to witness. 
Did not aeo Hoskius and Williams or tho 
other prisoners near Osborn when going 
down the hill; saw tho Italians ;.thAy-^''»-<' 
packing. things to tbo boatlike tho rest 
Saw Bdbri i^aoklng a valise and be (iuid 
he was a seaman and wanted to go by 
boat; would not saj' if tho Italian wont in- 
to tho boat or not; novor saw tho Italians 
longlily handled; was in Court while thoy 
wore examined; heard what thoy swore to 
aud declared that it was not true. Heard 
no swearing on the Sunday, Would nut 
wish to use such language to tho m(in. 
Thought Grimes was pretty much intoxi- 
cated as witucs;j could smell it; did not 
BOO any brr.ndy about. Did not hear tho 
plira.so sworn to by Mr. Dunsmuir "Thoro 
are a liuudrod of us and we W'ju't allow 
tny coal to como out for less than a dollar 
and 20cts. a ton;" did not hear any rough 
langaago used at tho pit; witness 
deuiod that tho old hands stopped tho 
new men from going down to the mine 
Saturday moruing. Thoro was no ar- 
rangement between witness or others to 
drive Socord, Osborn or any other man 
away or hinder him from working; could 
identify Secord if ha saw him. Did uot 
hear any such phrases us "If they leave it 
will bo well, if not they will bo killed." 
Had no arm8,bat the new comers had pis- 
tols and knives which they wished to soli 
and they rallied a watch amongst tho old 
hands to raiso money to gat away. Walk- 
ed into Nannimo and got thoro about 10 
minutei ahead of the boat. Went to Aik- 
enhead'a saloon where an old gentleman 
named McDonnlil Hjuiko to tho assembled 
crowd and .said "the eauoi.'saro ready and 
who wish to go to-niglit can go, and those 
who do not wish to can go by a steamer." 
He then called on all who wished to go 
at once to pass from oug sido of tho 
house to the other; the doors woro all 
open; Osborn was there; ncitiier the Itali- 
ans nor Osborn were prevented from leav- 
ing if tbo; wanted to; one of the new men 
said ho had been talking to Mr. Dunsmuir 
who promised to pay him §1.20 per ton 
and provide a man to cut props fur him 
and give him his powdor as cheapasotlier 
conipanies. (.Tudgo Gray horo asked 
"if this was so why tho man was going 
awaj?") Witness replied tho man said 
he cuuld not goand do the labor: he might 
bo killed; the now men asked for some 
ouo to go with tlicm as thoy did not know 
tlie coast and could not speak tho Indian 
language; four or live mou wero picked 
out to go with them; no forco was used; 
saw tho men got into tho canoes, but did 
not Hoo any get out again; did not see the 
Italian get out as be stated; stopped on 
tho way down to get some lunch; about 
10 or 12 men wero in the eanoo with wit- 
nes.s; asked for a ccu'kHcrew and one of tho 
Italians pulled out a long knifo and 
kiKK'k;.'d tho neck oil the bottle; most of 
the other men had pistols, but tho Italians 
had knivos; none of tho old men woro 
arinod; went to Henderson's and had din- 
ner; they proposed to go on to' Victoria 
from tliere; gavo them S!l5 apioco; Osborn 
refused to take it; he said ho would have 
nothing in liis pockot when ho got to San 
l''rani'isc'o; told him ho could go back t. 
Niiiiaiuio if not satislied bj the steamer 
from Vict(tiia; directly wo reached Vic- 
toria O.-ilxnn got witness arrested, but 
tho ciiBo was dismiw.--eil; Osborn did not 
complain of being struck; Osborn did not 
get any. money; witnoga swore positively 
that Osborn agreed to go with the rest ; 
after tho case at llm Pcdico Court wa.s diis 
missed had a little trouble with tho Itali- 
ans at Astrico's; thoy said thoy wished for 
throo days more board ; offered to pay it 
for thom and if thoy were not satisfied 
thoy could go back to Nanaimo, 

Cross-examined by Mr; Drake— Kni;;hi 
paid the ?15 in witness' presence to tlio 
nioii; got to Dt^parluro liny on Sunday at 
nodii; thought over one hundred old 
hands wore present; tho old and new 
liiuids Hlarlod to p'ack up together; witness 
was nut iu any of tho liou.sos and it did 
not matter to witnops wh(;tlior now eom- 
ors worked at the mine or not; heard (.)s 
born ask somebody to i)aek his trunk ; did 
not .SCO any of tho prisoners assisting to 
pack trnnkn, kc. \ overtook and jjasied tho 
mou into Nanaimo; went down to tiio boat ; 
r(>c')llact David Hoggan; did not see any 
Itttlians hurried down to tho wharf; d'.d 
not hoar any snob words ns "hurry 'y""i' 
things out, you have got to get uway;" 
•wont in to Nanaimo for a walk; thought 
Jam^B Enighti was along tvith wKoess; 



was one of the men who refused to work 
for less than -SI. 20; did not hear tho now 
men told that they would not bo allowed 
to work for loss than 81.20; did not say 
anything of the Mud himself, A good 
deal of treating,.,, was,, going on; did 
not follow Oshorn all the mydown to the 
canoe; could see to tho boiit from whore 
witness was standing on tho brow of tho 
bill; wituoss was standing near Mr. Loat; 
saw O.^born all tho way tlown to tho l)oat; 
witness did not spoak at tlio mooting at 
Ohantrel's; tho question of bringing now 
bauds up wall never discussed to witnosj' 
reoolleotion uutil thoy arrived; thero was 
ho meeting until thoy camo; doniod that 
be know tho new men were coming till ho 
saw thom. 

Samuel Harroway, sworn — Was lately 
employed by Mr. Dunsmuir; recollected 
the 24th of February at Departure Bay; 
no one was forced out of houses; no bad 
language was used; witness, Hoskyn (pri- 
soner), and G. Vipond wuro tho tlireelast 
mou to loavc tlio ground at tho Bay aud 
followed tho body of men somo distance; 
now aud old hands wero all mixed up to- 
gether; nil woro poaceable and friendly 
like a party of old chums starting for Cas- 
siar; Wm. McDonald mentioned iu a 
speech that if theiiew men wero willing 
to go thoy would be ossisted; somo of tho 
now men said thoy woro hard up; five ca- 
nooa Avero hired after tho men consented 
to go; recollected Mr. Dunsmuir saying 
"In God's uamo, men, a dollar and twen- 
ty cents is little enough for digging that 
coal," and he siid that if the men would 
lift the bin of coal be wonld^gire it to 
them again; he never did give it again, 
and did not take tho 50 cents ofT the pow- 
der; nobody said the men had to go or be 
killed. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Sobertson — It 

was reported that Mr. Dunsmuir had sent 

for tho now men before they iirrivod; uo ' 
mooting was hold on tho subji^ct; did not 
talk al)oat not allowing them to work; 
had nevur talked about preventing thom 
from working hiniBolf; thoro was a plan 
talked ab(nit of counseling them not to 
work ^vhilo wo woro on strike; thero was 
a general undorstauding to that etl'eot; 
nobody was appointed to went them when 
thoy arrived; thero were no leaders; no- 
thing was determined as to what was to 
be dono if thoy would not bo oounsollod; 
somo said thoy would uot prevent them if 
thoy could; at tho first meeting of tho 
old miners it was agreed that if they saw 
anything going wroug with Dunsmuir's 
propertj" they would do their best to pro- 
tect it, although they were" at ,ya»ianoe 
with him; tho old miners in spite of the 
row about weights were willing to work 
if thov could get:jl 20; admittfldtJ>'>t "'oj 
wished to fj'"" Uroir point with Duns- 
muir: Iriod to stop tho nowcomors by 
civil means and did it; did not know why 
thoy woro willing to go although dead 
broke.

S.vrtiiiuAY, May 2Cth, 1877. 
Henry Smith, ono of tho old miners, d«- 
po.'sed to tho arrival of the 33 men from 
San Frunci.'-co. Ho met ouo of thom and 
told him the reasons they were on 
strike. The men said they Avero hard up 
and would bo glad to got away if thoy 
could obtain assi'-tanco. Tho men had 
Ijeeu talking it over tho night boforo. 
Whou tho now mou wont to the mine for 
tho first time thero woro lot^ of tho old 
bauds standing about; they behaved very 
peaceably, although indulging m fun and 
chaff. Witness saw that one of the new 
men carried a shot-gnn with a pocket- 
handkerchief on it. Tho now men asked 
tlio old ones to call a meeting. Osboru 
said when the men lott San Francisco they 
didn't know whetlier they wero going to 
Bolliughnm Bay, Coos Buy or what bay. 
The men would never have como if they 
had known that the miners were on strike. 
At the meeting at Chantrell'* the meu 
wero told about tho short weights, wagas 
and powder. Oi.o of tho meu got up and 
said thilit ho had hoard enough, aud ho 
wouldn't go to work anyhow. Another 
srid ho would shoot Duusmuir for §10 
and a passage out of tho country. Tho 
old men said they didn't do suob things 
here. On Sunday morning tome of the 
new men lacX some of tho old ones, and 
t(jld thom they wanted to loavo tho placo, 
tliut not above six of thom had over seen 
a mino boforo; and tliat nono of them 
wished to stop. In tho afternoon the new 
meu commenced to pack their bag- 
gage oitt of the houses, and askod ttio 
old men to lend them a hand, Os- 
borno osked to have his trunk 
packed for him. No altercation 
took phico and when tho meu wero ready 
to loavo thoy walked along as thoy liked; 
bbtoro leaving tho Bay thy luou around 
were quiet and peaceable, laughing and 
joking; in no case wr.s thoro any forco 
used to induce the mon to leave their 
hou-os; heard no Ijad language, for thoro 
was no neci.'Hsily for it; did not see Hos- 
kius aud Williaiiis walking near Osborn 
at any time; am euro Mr. Loat must be 
miatakon as to tlicir striking him before 
leaving; nobody was struck and all wore 
good humored; never beard any of tho old 
hands declare that not a ton of coal should 
bi> taken out at loss than $Sl.20;Mr. Duns- 
muir admitted that $1.20 was little enough 
for digging a ton of coal; ho said ho knew 
"iiow it was himstlf for ho had been 
thero" and prouiised just as soon as he 
got his bin of coal tilled away ho would 
give the mon baolc tho 20 cunts; at a meet- 
ing held by tho miners after the strike it 
was resolved that none of Duusmuir's 
jiroporty should bo interfered with or 
damaged; on the Sunday when tbo crowd 
arrived at Nanaimo thoy went into Akon- 
head's saloon ; tho new 111011 wero told to 
atop at Nanaimo if they liked and tho old 
mou would assist to keop thom; nearly 
all tho now bauds made up their minds to 
loavo tbiit evening; when thoy got down 
to the oanoes tbey asked that some of tho 
old minors would accoinpanj themns they 
didn't ciro about going with tho Indians 
nloiio; when thoy reached Saanjch they 
landed und hud dinner at HendorBou's, 
after whidi the new mon asked for money 
to assist thom; thoy wore all paid §15 with 
tho oxcoption of Osborn, who said it wa» 
not onougti ; somejOl tbCI.PftJV iPWUjVd got 
clothes, ire., out of the company's store, 
and as they didn't wish to work they wero 
anxious to get away as quickly a.s possible 
for fear Duusmuir would arrest thom; 
tho prisoucr Phillips ajways advised the 
old bands to do nothing unlawful. 

Cross-examined — Worked for Duns- 
muir two years; short weight camo to 
nearly 100 lbs. on a box just boforo the 
strike; tho lust day I workeil I hjstH uwt,; 
ean't swear how many boxe» I got out; the 
tallyman gives na our weightsovcry night, 
but I never made any oomplftint tp.hina or;, 
at tho ollico; tho old tubn did tiot resolTe 
to HGud tho now mon away ou tho day bo- 
foro they lofi; tho latter niado up tlioir 
minds to go on aumhiy of their own ao- 

cvrd; they vera aot nsked to go Ai^i^, b^t 



I had rathe r they went beoause then I 
would stand a better chance of getting 
justice from Mr. Dunsmuir; I contribut- 
ed money to help the nien away; I heard 
no throats used against the new men and 
they did not grumble or make any com- 
plaints about leaving; I heard that Hag- 
gorty was discharged for complaining 
about short weights. 

John Bolton, ono of tho oil hands 
sworn, deposed to tho arrival of tho now 
men at the pit bead; one of them 'banded 
a note to^Pliilllps requesting u meeting; 
tho new men went down tho pit and stay- 
ed down two hours; the old minors joked 
with tbo new ones and told them not to 
go to work; no sovoro lauguago was used, 
nor wore any threats made; the same af- 
ternoou some of tho now and old minors 
met ou tho incline; a moetiug was .arrang- 
ed to take place at Chantrell's; witness 
hoard tho now miners state at tho moot- 
ing thoy wero most of them broke, 
but thoy said thoy did uot moan to go to 
work after hearing tho compl.tints about 
short weight; thoy askod to bo assisted 
and tho old hands promisod to do what 
thoy could; tho now mon abused Mr. 
Duusmuir aud said if thoy wero in the old 
miners' place tbey would shoot the ilrst 
mon who \r«ntt0"'w.6rk;one of them.'Said ho 
would blowDunstnhir'd brains outfor SIO 
whereupon tho old miners got up aud^ 
said thoy did uot wish to see anything of 
tho sort, thoy wantud tho old man to livo 
a littlo longer. (Laughter). Ou Sunday 
tho wituoss went down to Departure Bay 
und sa IV that a number of the new mon 
had packed up their blankets roudy to 
loavo. All of the now mon shortly after- 
wards loft. Osborn wiilked down the 
hill alone, was not mobsted or .Mtruck. 
There was no quarrelling or lighting, no 
bad lauguago or threats usod; ovorything 
was jovial. Tho conduct on thu road frcnii 
Departure Bay to Nauaimo was good. 
The crowd met James Dansmuir on tho 
way and he stopped one or two of tbo now 
hands und wautud them to turn back with 
him, but they would not do no. James 
Dunsmuir then told them if thoy wouldn't 
go back they woro liable to ho put iu pri- 
son, he got excited when tho men wouldn't 
turn back and told tho old meu that they 
had takeu tho law into their own hands. 
Aftor tho men arrived at Nanaimo thoy 
mot in a saloon and most of tho new men 
decided to leave that night. As they Isft 
the shore throe cheers wero given by both 
crowds. Witness had com[)laiuod of short 
weights both to tho tallyman and Mr.Jas. 
Duusmuir, but could get no satisfaction. 
The Chinaman sent by Mr. Loat with a 
moaaago to Jlr. Dunsmuir was turned 
back by one of tlie new ini»o«-o niio oar- 

GrosA-ezamined — It is true that peace- 
able bieans were to bo used to prevent tho 
employment' of now meu. [Subsequently 
the witness contradicted this statement.] 
On January 30th I lost about GOO lbs. of 
coal but I kuew it was uo good to com- 
plain to Dunsmuir. I told theweighmau 
during tho month that the coal was get- 
ting lighter every day. When I com- 
plained to James Dunsmuir iu December 
about short weights he throateued to kick 
me otYthe promises. Tho promises as to 
extra wages, weights aud powder woro 
never kept. Tho more coal I but in a 
box during iho mouths of January and 
December the lighter the weights became. 
The more coal tho less pay, you betl 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Walket9 here intimated that ho had 
four Or five more witnesses and that it 
would be impossible to finish tho evidence 
to-day. 

Mr. Robertson submitted that it was 
quite unusual to call a large number oi 
'vitnesses simply to repeat the same story, 
Mr. Walkom said that be could not pos- 
sibly know what the witnesses would 
state, but if tbe Grown would admit tho 
ovidenco, without hearing it, as corroboi- 
nted of tho ovidenco given by tho last wit- 
ness ho would be perfectly aatisfiod. 

A Juror— Your Lordship, if the jury 
intimate that they have heard quite 
enough evidence for tbe defence would 
that bfi'tbe means of saving time ? 

The Court-^Mr. Walkem has a perfoct 
right to oaU just as many ^toes&es as he 
thinks neceasary for the defanoe- of his 
alients. 

After further disoussion Jlr. Walkem 
consented to close tho case for the defeuso 
relying ou tho ovidonoo already given, on 
tho understanding that tho Court would 
adjourn till Monday morning to allow 
him time to prepare his address to the 

jury- 

Tho Court tiicn adjourned until Mon- 
day morning at II o'clock.

The sloamcr Maudo, which bad been 
specially charlorod to convev somo forty 
miners from this port to tho Wellington 
coal mine. Departure Bay, returned yes- 
terday morning at an early hour, having 
successfully carried out her mission. Su- 
periiitondeat liowdoii, who, assisted by 
Const^iblos Lindsay and White, had tho 
men under hi-i supervision, reports that 
the steamer reachod Departure Bay at 
about 3 o'clock on Thursday morning 
last, and that the minors having been 
landed, Mrere quickly conducted to the 
mine. Tbey received their tools the same 
day and wero pointed out tho different 
places whore thoy would bo required to 
work. ^ Thursday, hoAVOvor, being the 
Queen's I5irthday, thoy wero not called 
on to do anything uutil tho next morn- 
ing. But before that time arrived somo 
of the men on strike'intSarhiiik^led with 
tho newcomers and endeavo'red to per- 
suade thom to doiuand a higher rale of 
wages than that for which thoy had en- 
gaged, viz. : per ton. Ou the other 
hand it was pointe<l out to the new men 
that tho meu on strike hud been working 
foi per ton aud that as the new men 
had engaged iu SanFranoisoo to'work' Jat' 
that figure it would bo just and wise for' 
them to adhere to their bargain. The 
matter was left to thoir decision and thoy 
all decided to go to work on Friday morn- 
ing at o'clock, and when tho steamer 
Maude left Departnro Bay — 5 p.m. on that 
day— thiiy had nearly completed a good 
day's work. Thirty of tlie mon on strike 
have siguiliod thoir willingness to resume 
work at §1 per ton, and orders liavo been 
issued to permit them to draw thoir tooh 
and iirocecd to their duties on Monday 
juorniiig. The b.itch of mou just taken 
U}) occupy cottages near tho mino from 
which sevoi'ul of tho previous occupants 
wcroojectod. Somo of tho number, who 
havo worked in coal mines before, made 
S3 50 in six hours on Friday! At Nanai- 
mo paMie feeling was very pronounoed 
in favor of the now men, and it was re- 
ported that Bomo of tho men employed in 
the Vancouver Co. 'a mino, finding that 
larger wages can bo madoiu the Welling- 
ton mine, had applied for work there.
